HER THROAT CUT FROM EAR TO MR 
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F.J; Constantino, the Murderer, 

Cuts Her Throat and Then 

Threw Her Down Flight 

of Stairs-He Escapes 

Tho following is taken from the Burling- 
ton (Wis.) Free Press: ."LastSaturdity Mn. 
John It. Schroeder, of this city, received a 
telephone message from Chicago inform- 
ing her of the' murder of her niece, .' Mn. 
A. W, Gentry, at her home on LaSalta 
avenue, in that city. Tbo deceased was 
also n half-sister of XI. 'Base, the cigar 
maker, who went to Chicago the same day. 
Mn. Gentry was quite well known in this 
city, having visited here - a number of 
times, her last visit being about six ,' weeks 
ago, when sho spent several days/at the 
borne of her aunt, Mrs. Schroeder?, Mrs, 
Gentry was only 26 yean old and was 
married only last Juno./ She was an artist 
of marked ability, and before her marriage 
turned bor art to considerable profit;. She 
was a woman, of great. personal, beauty and 
a favorite among tho tenants of the - Sher- 
idan fiat where she resided. . 

Mrs. Gentry was murdered at her home 
,by;a roomer named F, J. Constantino, who 
claimed to bo a son" of j weal thy parents liv- 
ing^hjNew York City; but who is- thought

A Lake Genova dispatch to tbe*M"iTwau- 
kee Sentinel says: Louis Erb today killed 
bis wife and then killed himself. It was 
the old cause, jealousy. ' Several months 
ago there was an old folks dunce at Lake 
Geneva which wn<s attended by Mr. Erb 
*nd hir wif er^WMlo th ore Mn. . Erb -b ad 
danced more with another married man 
thoh^pleiwd her husband, ' and bo is re- 
ported to. hove remonstrated with .her at 
the tpho. * To- this ana other entreaties' she 
gave no heed. -Inj fact, she bad been known 
to state that she ''.'would not cease going, 
with, the married man and thought. her 
husband 'was altogether too jealous." ■ - 
' From bad tho matter wont to worse, and 
despito the pleadings and'eotreatles of tho 
husband and the efforts ton the part. Of 
mutual friends alio persisted in her effort* 
to meet and enjoy -life with .the man in 
question- The. climax came 'one evening 
shortly before six.o'clock when ha returned 
from his work. Efidently tho bid trouble 
would not down, for soon after his return 
tho woman was seen, to leave 
alone. Shortly afterword Mr. 
out of the house' nnd started 
after her. 

He overtook bis wife on the school house 
corner, where they were seen standing, and 
evidently engaged in a wordy discussion. 
It seemed as though he was urging her to 
come home with him, but she would not 
and finally turned to leave him; Then be 
was seen td" follow her a few feet, when he 
drew a revolver and shot her. - After she 
fall ho shot her' a couple of times more. 
Then, turning od hU heel, he /placed the 
revolver under his chin, discharged It and 
dropped dead.

It was in 
the nature of a Christmas gift, and cost 
Mr. Durand just 1150,000. The farm con- 
sists of 240 acres and for forty yean bos 
been known as Ash Meadow and for many 
yean conducted by Hiram Miller for the 
late Judge Henry Blodgett, of Waukegan. 
Mn. Darand'a aristocratic Lake Forest 
neighbors did not take kindly to her low- 
ing cattle, and in fact it was not long since 
proposed to i ecure relief by the enactment 
of ordinances. by the village board which 
should prohibit her. prize jerseys from an- 
noying the aristocrats nnd remove tbe 
nffenae to their delicate nostrils. Besides 
Mrs. Durand wants to greatly increase her 
herd, an impossibility on tbe small farm 
she now conducts, and for time she bos 
been anxious to secure a larger tract, par

There are 
forty acres of forest.

ltcaUlntlve Committee Adjourn* Af- 
ter l^iifiirdittu; Si'punlal. 

After four niths of most arduous 

work the legislative committee np- 
iwltitcd nt an extra session of tho 
Now York legislature adjourned Sat- 
tiruny night. H.iicc mid-summer 
through the workings of this commlt- 
rornted under the laws of New York 
State, nnd many Incoproratcd under 
tho laws of* other States, have been 
subjected to a searching examination 
iih to their business methods. Tho tes- 
timony has, been sensation a I at many 
sessions; and In these four months, the 
-public Una watched closely day by day 
tho devclopritcntH. 

With the termination of the com- 
mittee's Inquiry there comeB to nu end 
an Investigation which In many wnya 
marks au epoch In tho country's busi- 
ness history, It Is too curly to ; cell- 
mate tho ultimate results iof tho In- 
vestigation, but they ennnot fall to bo 
far-reaching. When, etirly* In the past 
year, tho disagreement Imtween James 
Hazen Hydo and President Alexander 
of tho Equitable Lire Assurance Socie- 
ty brought to light snmo of the pecu- 
liarities In tne administration of thnt 
concern, tho public had not tho faint- 
est conception of tho true state of af- 
fairs ns regards any -of tho leading 
companies. Even by the end of Juno 
too facta wore hut vaguely suspected. 
From tho time tho Investigating com- 
mittee began work, four months ago, 
tho process of turning up new scan- 
dals nnd Instances of graft hns been 
almost continuous. Hardly a wcclc baa 
gone by without Its disclosures - of 
frcsn Instances of extravagance or pri- 
vate greed or new rci'olntlons of sin- 
ister nnd unsuspected relations be- 
tween business n ml .politic*. Tlio men 
directly affected by tbeso disclosures 
havo been some of the most conspicu- 
ous In public life, but hardly ono of 
them has escaped suspicion, while 
many of them havo suffered a loss of 
prestige and reputation from which 
they never will recover. 

Not the least lust met! vo feature of 
tho Inquiry has been the lesson It has 
afforded regarding the practical vnluo 
of a leglslntlvo Investigation when 
properly conducted. The public gener- 
ally Is prone to be pessimistic ns to 
tho utility of such Investigations. Or- 
dinarily they begin with much osten- 
tation nnd high promise of results only 
to terminate In a perfunctory and 
AQluplcsa report. The Now York com-

.JUMPED OVER CHRISTMAS. 

How Pnctflc Steamship Paujcnirera 
MUacd tlio Uny entirely. 

One hundred persons who left Seattle' 
on Dec. 10 for the Orient skipped Christ- 
mas day, but the oddest thing about It Is 
that they probably knew nothing of It, 
but went through the observation of ths 
natal day of the Savior, blissfully uncon- 
scious of the fact that the .day was drop- 
ped from their calendar. 

'Those who were victimized In this way 
were passengers. on the Great Northern 
ptcamshlp Dakota, en route to Japan 
and China. The ship's schedule provided 
that tho steamer pass over the day Una 
in the Pacific ocean Sunday night. Ves- 
sels going to the Orient from the United 
States always lose one day at .the day 
line, and the Dakota lost hers Christmas 
day. She arrived at tho 180th meridian 
just about midnight Sunday, The Instant 
the line was struck It became Tuesday, 
or the day after Christ didb. 

Pnsscngers on the steamship were kept 
In the dark as to this conspiracy to rob 
Saint Nicholas, rind an effort was un- 







doubtedly made to keep the secret until 
the evil deed was accomplished. Elab- 
orate preparations were made for the 
festivities. 

Were the Dakota on the way home 
from Japan the situation would be re- 
versed, nnd there would be two Christ- 
mas days aboard the ship, or; rather, one 
Christmas day forty-eight hours long, as 
the day line Is generous enough about 
paying back Its debts, to tbosa who' do not 
remain In the Orient. It is a kind of 
head tax he assesses, redeemable on de- 
mand If the face Is in the right direction.

New York harbor Sunday, Tho Ken- 
tucky wns so badly damaged that It 
was unable to proceed with tho fleet! 
Tho Maine, Admiral Eviuia' flngshrp, 
wns tho only vessel to carry a pilot 
and was loading the squadron, the 
Kentucky, Kcarsnrge, Alabama • and 
Illinois following la close formation In 
the order named. An obb tide and a 
west wind combined to urge tho vcb- 
scls toward tlio oust Hide of tho chan- 
nel and tho Kentucky went aground. 
There was not room for tho Koarsarge 
to sheer off Into the mnfn channel 
without a collision, so her commnndor. 
drove her aground. The Alabama at- 
tempted .to mnke tho channel and 
struck tho Kentucky a glancing blow 
on tho starboard quarter, carrying 
away tho rail and aH belonging to It, 
Tho upper steel . pliitea of tho Ken- 
tucky were bcnt.rfor a distance of 
about ten feet.

Farmer Governor of Idnho Killoa 
While Knterin* Hon**. 

Frank Stcuneiibcrg, former Govern- 
or of tho Stalo of Idaho, was killed by 
tho explosion of a dynamite bomb Sat- 
urday evening, nnd Urns, after tho In- 
tervention of a number of years, the 
Inner circle of tho Coour D'Aleno dy- 
namiters whom ho so rolcntlcssly 
prosecuted while Governor Is bolloved 
to have secured Its long-thrcntciicd re- 
venge. 

Tho nssslnatlon of Sunmcnberg was 
orio of tho moBt cold-blooded nnd re- 
volting crimes of Its nature in tlio his- 
tory of tho United States. Never be- 
fore hns tho drcuded weapon of tho 
Russian nnnrchlsts, with whlcn tho 
Cznrs of tho empire are kept In con- 
Btant fear, becu turned on any man, 
no matter how hated, In American 
public life, 

Tho bomb was placed at uio goto 
of tho former Governor's home In such 
a manner that tho opening of tho gato 
would sot It off. The Stcuncnbcrg 
residence Is situated In tho Uolso buu- 
urb ol Caldwell, nnd Stcuncnbcrg was 
Inter Uian usunl lri getting to his homo 
Saturday evening. Ho reached tho 
gato at about 0:40 o'clock and swung 
It open with a shove Instnntly there 
wns n mighty explosion. The nolso 
was heard miles away. Windows were 
Bhakon In houses blocks distant. 

Members of tho Stcuncnbcrg family 
Immediately rushed to tho scene of 
the explosion. Tho gato bad been shat- 
tered Into a thousnnd blU and lying 
In tho midst of tho debris was tho for- 
mer Governor, ' Both legs had been 
carried away and what was left of 
the body was horribly cut und bruised. 
"Who- shot tncii" muttered Stouuen- 
bcrg faintly. Ho Uien lapsed oil Into 
unconsciousness. Ho was carried Into 
tho house nnd died twenty minutes 
Inter. Ho never recovered conscious- 
ness. 

Tho authorities are firmly convinced 
that tho ossnssl nation was the result 
of tho prominent pnrt Stcuncnbcrg 
plnyed In tho prosecution of tho Coour 
D'Alcno dynamiters while Governor In 
1800. His llfo hns frequently been 
threatened by men Identified' with tho 
Inner circle of the dynnmltere.

That a uniform system of audits 
and accounts should be prescribed by 
tho Insurance department 

JThat full publicity to policy holders 
should bo assured.- . 

That deferred dividend policies 
Bhould be prohibited or greatly re- 
stricted. 

That policies should bo further safe- 
guarded from forfeiture. 

That an equitable distribution of tho 
gains of the company to the "policy 
holders entitled thereto should 'be re- 
quired, s 

That policy holders should have nn 
effective voice in the government of 
the companies, nnd thnt- the discretion 
of the directors should be subject to 
judicial or administrative review.

ately the crop of 1846 was a total fail- 
ure and absolute ruin and starvation 
threatened the whole population. The 
government was slow In taking "ade- 
quatd relief measures and great num- 
bers died for want of food and from 
disease caused by lack of proper sus- 
tenance. 

Several million dollars. were raised 
by private subscription and the gov- 
ernment contracted a loan of $40,000.-

That 
of 1897 affected 322,000 .'square miles 
and 68,000,000 "persons.; Tho highest 
number receiving, relief In 1877 was 
8,178,000, while In 1897 more thnn

''I remember that tho Englishman 
was huddled over a little "covered 
campflre when- firing started from-all 
sides; and In ten seconds 300 Indiana 
wore riding overus. They. had mur- 
dored the. outposts and .sprung a sur- 
prise. We got together, formed some 
kind of a hollow . SQuare and drove 
them back. "Wo lost six killed. 

"When wo had* time to look about 
for dead and wounded 1 thought of. my 
English friend. Ho was nowhere in 
Bight I supposed, of course, that he 
had beon killed, and I started scouts 
to look for his body.

Proteclltifl* the Mnnnre. 

The annunl question concerning the 
disposition of tho stnblc-mado manure 
comes up as tho pile begins to assume 
formidable proportions. By far the 
best way Of taking care of It Is to 
spread It on tho fields where It will 
go down Into ih<r soil, nnd ho In readi- 
ness for the crop which Is to Uo sown 
In tho spring. If it Is to be stored, tho 
ideal place la the pit with cement bot- 
tom, which will hold tho liquid excre- 
ment * If tills 'cannot uo**donc, then 
atoro It tinder n shed, placing It In 
layers and let the hogs root It over. 
If even this in not feasible, then put It 
in idles jiot very high and cover with 
nny old, rough bonrda — almost any- 
thing (hat will keep out the ruin, 
which causes tho liquid portions to 
leach away! 

An .excellent plan Is to choose a 
place where tho soil Is of a clay na- 
ture, and dig a trench nil around tho 
space where tho pllo* la to bo, and In 
this way save aoino of tho liquid, 
which may bo ecoopod up and poured 
back ou tho pile. Use tho pllo as a 
receiver for tho slop front tho house, 
nud sco that it Is forked over several 
times during tho. winter. Tho main 
thing, however, is to sco that tt is pro- 
tected from the elements as much ns 
possible.

How often do wo notice- a shelf 
filled with small plants In tho window 
garden, many varieties grouped pro- 
miscuously until the characteristics of 
each are entirely destroyed. Arrango 
each .class of plants In a separate 
clump, and you will he surprised to 
uoto tho difference In their appear- 
ance. Take Bitch plants as primroses, 
cyclamen, violets and fonts nnd . ar- 
range them alternately ou the plant 
Bhelf.

in the middle, with tho .broad-leaved 
Borts next, 'and tho beautiful maiden- 
hair fern and other dainty" varieties 
drooping front the edge of tho shelf. 
On ono end of the shelf, nt a littto 
distance from tho ferns, group the dif- 
ferent variotlcs of prim rosea In, such 
manner that contrasts In follnge nnd 
blossoms will bo readily -noted.

Good Fence Gnt«.

A float wlth'a fiat stone on top 
will keep tho meat from rising above' 
tho Burfuee, This plan requires more 
anlt than , commonly used but Is very
